The damages to the rice er ps in this State, 
and in the vicinity, in South Carolina, ba: 
been doubtless very great, The accounts re- 
ceived here from planters who have visited 
their plantations sinve the heavy storins of 
the past week have been discouraging. In 
the Ogeechee district the crops are all unde: 
water, a though water at this season may no! 
prove a positive injury, if not attended wi'h 
other circumstances, the breaking of banks, 
the blowing up of yates, and the tendering 
of the stalk, which upon the fall of the wa- 
ter will leave the grain préstrate. 

So far as we have beard, both on the Sa- 
vannah, Back aud Ogeechee rivers, the gale 
has been very disastrous. Still it is impossi 
ble to form any idea of the damages until 
the subsidence of the waters, which we await 
with some auxiety. In the meantime we re- 
quest our rice planting friends to furnish us 
vith any data they may have tending toshow 
ihe result of the late siorms to this branch ot 
the planting interest of Georgia. 

We might remark, in connection with the 
rice crops, that previous to last week ac- 
counta were very favorable for the growing 
crops, experienced planters generally ex- 
pressing th emselves satisfied with the result 
of their operations in this branch of agricul 
tural effort,
